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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant argues there is no motivation to 
combine the secondary references Arnold or Horsky, but this argument is not deemed persuasive since Arnold and Horsky are in the same 
field of endeavor as that of Onoe or Suntola which is in the field of electrical heating devices for vaporizing materials relating to the 
chemical vapor deposition, and Arnold and Horsky further show providing heaters in the walls as another heating means to vaporize the 
chemical materials. Such showing allows one of ordinary skill in the art to look at the Arnold or Horsky reference to modify that of Onoe or 
Suntola to further modiify its heating means to provide another alternatively heatingarrangement when desired. Suntola shows the known 
art of the comparable methods of the atomic layer deposition and the chemical vapor depostion. 
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
